Contact Dermatitis an Eyelid Trouble 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE EYELIDS are composed 
of v ery delicate and sensitiv e skin. 
Thi* part of the b ody reacts to 
irritation* and other forms of in-

•ult much more readily than the 
skin of moat of the rest of the 
b ody. It is prob ab ly the most re­ 
sponsiv e b arometer to 
contact 
dermatitis. 
But, you ask, how do the eyelids 
come in contact with anything 
that would cause contact derma­ 
titis? Very simply, b ecause of the 
human hab it of touching and rub ­ 
b ing the eyes with the fingers. 
And th* fingers get into ev ery­ 
thing. 
Hav e you any idea how often 
you jab your fingers into your 
eyelids? Well, the other ev ening 
after n\y attention had b een called 
to the frequency of contact derma­ 
titis of the eyelids, I was asked to 
introduce a speaker at one of our 
town assemb lies. 
When he got 
started speaking I sat on the plat­ 
form facing the audience. 


Rubbing Ey es 
It was a darn dull speech and I 
did not hav e to listen to him, so, 
watching the audience, I got out 
a paper and pencil and made 
a 
mark for ev ery time I saw a mem­ 
b er of the audience rub his or her 
eyes. I did this until my arm got 
tired and when I got home and 
counted the marks on my paper I 
found I had 732. There were ab out 
260 persons in the audience so that 
made an av erage of nearly three 
touches per person during one 
half hour of the day. 
This av erage does not take into 
account the morning and ev ening 
rub eye period—when you first 
get up in the morning and v ery 
properly giv e the old eyelids the 
once or twice ov er, and then again 
at night, the same thing just after 
turning off the light. I am not 
saying this is a b ad thing, although 
touching the eyelids can get to b e 
excessiv e and a b ad hab it. I am 
simply Chowing how the eyelid* 
get into contact with anyth g the 
fingers do and the fingers get into 
contact with ev erything. 
Caused by Nail Po lish 
My friend, Dr. A. A. Bonnie, 
one of the four b est dermatologists 
in the country tells me that the 


commonest stub b orn form of con­ 
tact dermatitis occurs in women 
and comes from nail polish. 
The next commonest is no re­ 
specter of sexes and comes from 
sensitiv eness to dog hairs. You 
don’t put the dog up to your face 
necessarily, b ut you rub it or pat 
it and get hair or hair secretion 
on the fingers. This type can b e 
prov ed b y pulling a few hairs off 
the household pet and putting 
them on the eyelids when—phooey 
—in an hour or st the eyelids ar* 
ab laze. 
Then there is the curling Iron 
fo r eyelashes. 
This is usually 
made o f rub b er and nickel and Dr. 
Bennie has shown me in sev eral 
cases ho w you can distinguish on 
the eyelids the rub b er dermatitii 
fro m the nickel dermatitis. 
Of course, the way to treat 
these conditions is— don’t. 
An 
ounce of prev ention is worth a 
pound of cure. 


Infectio us Disease* 
The eyelids alone swell up at 
the onset of certain infectious 
diseases. One is trichinosis, which 
comes from eating uncured pork, 
h may seem v ery mysterious. A 
young physician friend of min* 
woke up one morning with his 
eyes swollen shut. And he felt 
like the dickens generally in sp.te 
of hav ing spent a b lameless night. 
A b lood count showed it could b e 
traced to some hamb urgers he at* 
at a b arb ecue. Another infectious 
disease that may affect the eyes 
prim ary is tularem ia — rab b it 
hunter’s fev er. Here rub b ing the 
eyes while skinning a rab b it is 
certainly the infectious factor. 
The common stye is another 
condition that may b e traced to 
rub b ing the eyelids. Perhaps the 
eyes need glasses, and that is why 
they are nib b ed. Treat a stye with 
hot, wet towi Is until it comes to a 
head. Then get the pus out and 
anoint the edge of the eyelid with 
two per cent yellow oxide of 
mercury. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. H.: Is it true that the kidneys 
contain 15 miles of tub es, if 
stretched out? A radio adv ertis­ 
ing talk makes that statement to 
recommend a certain type of medi­ 
cine. 
Answer: The tub ules of the kid­ 
neys would stretch a long ways 
if 
laid end to end. I hav e heard v ari­ 
ous estimates. 
What difference 
does it make for any particular 
kind of medicine ?

A few days later, he fo und him­ 
self a true prophet—b ut no t quit* 
as ho intended. It happened eud- 
denly, almost without warning, and 
it b egan with Tennant’s trappers, 
For centuries the Cree Indians 
had held large sections of th* back 
country as b reeding grounds for; 
fur animals, unmolested by hunter! 
or trapper. No law, 
either Indian' 
or white, enforced these 
natural 
game preserv es, yet the traditio n 
had b een respected. 
But not b y Olsen. Freeze-up had 
scarcely closed in when the trappers 
of Dov e’s school b rought wo rd that 
not only were Olson and his partner 
sett rig their lines in the v ery heart 
of the b reeding grounds, but they 
were prob ab ly using strychnine! 
One Cree dog team had already 
picked up pieces of poisoned 
bait 
and fallen v ictim; Selkirk's chief 
trapper had lost 
a dog on the trail 
near Olsen’s main trap lint. Wo rse 
followed. 
Regardless of prior rights, 
Ten- 
j nant’s trappers, encouraged 
by OI* 
, sen's example, inv aded the richest 
j trapping grounds, and on 
two o cca- 
' *ion? ripped out the traps 
o f In­ 
dian* already there, smashing 
them 
or throwing them into air 
ho le* in 
the lake. 
At first the Crees pro tested; then 
—some said on Dov e’s adv ice—they 
turned to swift retaliation, demol­ 
ishing miles of lines set out by Ten­ 
nant's gang. 
i 
The culmination came when a 
score of younger Crees and b reeds 
b urned Olsen’s cab in, destroying a 
store of food and a numb er of green 
I pelts already caught. Vowing 
v en­ 
geance, Olsen b egan reb uilding, and 
J the next morning another Cree dog 
team had made their last meal o n 
whit* flub sprinkled with strychnine. 
Like wildfire the unrest spread to 
remote sections. flashes on 
the 
trad b rought three Indians to Bene­ 
dict’s hospital, and the country was 
rapidly div iding up into warring 
ramp". Among the Crees there were 
threats against Tennant’s life; and, 
when the white trappers openly 
talked of b urning down the school, 
Dov e sent an appeal for protection 
to Winnipeg. By late Decemb er, six 
mounties had come b y plane to 
Learmonth—the last patrol* 
fro m 
the south shore of the b ay. 
None knew where or when th# 
next flare up might come, or how 
far it ni ght spread — whites and 
b reeds alike were liv ing a war o f 
nerv es. 
Newspapers of the larger Canadi­ 
an cities took up the fight, some 
siding with the Indians; others, 
glad of a chance to attack the In­ 
dian Department, supported Ten­ 
nant’s 
trappers 
and 
demanded 
adequate protection for "modem 
pioneers trying to open up the 
wilderness.”
